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RIGS  AM)  RICE  PRODUCTS:  AITALYSIS  OF  FOREIG-H  TRADE 

OF  THE  UUITED  STATES 


The  United  States  e:^ports  rice  in  considerable  volume  hut  the  quantitjr 
is  small  in  com.parison  with  the  exports  fromi  Burma,  Siam  and  Indo-China,  the 
three  most  inportant  surplus  producing;  countries.  With  the  growth  in  pro- 
duction, rice  is  hecomdng  a.  more  important  factor  in  our  foreign  trade. 
Averaae  net  exports  during  1926-1S30  am.ounted  to  216,039,000  pounds  as  com- 
pared with  a net  import  of  184,739,000  pounds  during  1910-1914.  Prior  to 
1911,  rice  hran,  m.eal  and  polish  made  up  the  major  portion  of  the  exports 
hut  since  that  date  a much  smaller  per  cent  of  the  total  consists  of  this 
type  of  rice.  Several  radical  changes  have  tahen  place  in  our  foreign  trade 
since  1790.  For  purpose's  of  discussion  the  years  since  1790  have  been  div- 
ided into  three  periods  as  follows:'  1790-1861  when  exports  were  large; 
1862-1916  when  imports  exceeded  exports,  and  1917-1930,  a second,  period  of 
heavy  exports. 

1790-1861 

Even  during  the  Colonial  period  rice  was  an  important  crop  in  the 
Carolinas  and  Georgia.,  and  because  the  population  was  sma.ll  more  rice  was 
produced  than  could  be  cons''omed  at  home.  However,  there  was  a ready  m-arket 
in  England  to  which  country?-  the  greater  part  of  the  crop  was  sent.  Except 
for  1808  and  1814  when  e:cports  were  unusually  low  and  in  1828  and  1829  when 
they  exceeded  100,000,000  pounds,  the'  quantity  sent  to  foreign  countries 
ranged  between  34,000,000  pounds  and  86,000,000  pounds  annually.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  United  Kingdom  considerable  quantities  of  rice  'were  also  sent 
to  Cuba  and  the  other  West-  Indies. 

1862-1916 


Production  of  rice  was  greatly  affected  by  the  Civil  Uar.  As  a 
result  of  the  destruction  of  property  and  the  scarcity  of  money  and  labor 
production  was  greatly  reduced  in  the  Son.th_  Atlantic  States.  We  were  no 
longer  able  to  supply  our  own  needs  and  it  became  necessary  to  import  practi- 
cally as  much  as  had  formerly  been  exported^  By  the  aid  of  irrigation  large 
areas  in  Louisiana,  southeastern  Texas,  and  eastern  Arkansas  were  given  over 
to  the  production  of  rice.  This  gavo  considerable  impetus  to  the  export  trade 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  80’ s but  a large  portion  of  the  exports  consisted 
of  rice  bran,  meal  and  polish  and  it  was  necessa.ry  to  import  large  qaiantities 
of  higher  grade  rice  in  order  to  supply  domestic  dem.ands.  As  a,  result  net 
imports  m.oved  rapidlj^  upward  and  reached  a ma,ximim;  of  249,994,000  uounds  in 
1914. 

Orienta.l  countries,  more  especially  Burm.a,  Indo-China  and  Siam,  supplied 
most  of  our  imported  rice.  Much  of  it  was  sent  to  Germ.any,  the  IJetherland.s 
and  the  United  Kingdom  as  rough  rice  where  it  was  milled  and  then  reshipped  to 
the  United  States. 
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19^17-1930 

Alout  1917  another  shift  in  our  foreign  trade  in  rice  took  place. 

In  1912,  production  of  rice  in  California  had  "been  placed  on  a commercial 
basis.  Expansion  was  rapid,  exports  began  to  climb  and  again  exceeded  im-  | 
ports . 

Because  of  the  changes  in  marketing  m.ethods  and  the  rearrangement 
of  the  great  trade  routes  which  followed  the  World  War  most  of  the  cleaned 
rice  imported  into  this  country  is  now  received  direct  from  the  primary 
m.arkets  of  Burma  and  Indo-China  instead  of  being  sent  to  European  countries 
to  be  m.illed.  Most  of  the  uncleaned  rice  received  from  foreign  sources  i 

com.es  from  Mexico  and  Japan.  Orientals  on  the  Pacific  coast  consume  most  j 

of  the  rice  imported  from  Japan.  j 

The  United  Kingdom.,  Cuba,  Canada  and  Argentina  take  most  of  our  ex-  _ 
ports  of  rice  produced  in  the  southern  states.  Japan  is  the  leading  foreign 
market  for  California  rice  which  is  of  the  sam.e  type  as  that  grown  in  Japan. 
About  one-fourth  of  the  total  exports  of  rice  from  the  United  States  consists 
of  rice  flour,  meal  and  broken  rice. 

Shipments  to  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico 

In  addition  to  domestic  exports,  continental  United  States  sends  large  i 
quantities  of  rice  to  her  outlying  possessions,  shipm.ents  to  Porto  Rico  and  : 
Hawaii  being  especially  large  and  showing  a very  marked  upward  trend.  Ship-  j 
ments  to  these  non-contiguous  territories  frequently  exceed  the  total  exports  ! 
to  foreign  countries. 

Hawaii  is  the  most  important  outlet  for  California  rice,  most  of  which  ’ 
leaves  the  country  through  the  port  of  San  Francisco.  During  1925-1930  ship-  ' 
ments  to  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  averaged  258,047,000  pounds  or  nearly  ( 
double  the  quantity  shipped  to  these  outlying  possessions  during  1910-1914. 
Approximately  73  per  cent  of  the  shipments  go  to  Porto  Rico,  26  per  cent  to 
Hawaii  and  less  than  1 per  cent  to  Alaska.

The  term,  "entry  for  consumption" 
is  the  technical  naime  of  the  im.port  entry  ma.de  at  the  customhouse  and 
implies  that  the  goods  have  been  delive.red  into  the  custody  of  the  im.porter 
and  that  the  duties  ha.ve  been  paid  on  the  dutia.ble  portion.  Som.e  of  them 
may  be  afterward  exported.

KIIID,  Q,UAUTITY  AlTD  VALUE  OP  IMPORTS  - The  kind,  quantity  and  value 
of  imported  merchandise  are  ascertained  from  the  entry  filed  by  the  importer 
at  the  customhouse. 

The  value  of  im.portod  mercha.ndise  as  shown  in  the  statistical  tables 
is  the  foreign  value  or  the  export  value,  whichever  is  higher;  that  is, 
the  market  value  or  the  price  at  which  the  merchandise,  at  the  tim.e  of 
exportation  to  the  United-  States,  is  offered  for  sale  in  the  principal 
markets  of  the  country  from  which  exported,  including  the  cost  of  containers 
or  coverings  and  all  expenses  incident  to  placing  the  m.erchandise  in  condition 
ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States.
